He added, 
however, they had had no 
indications in the past few

health had deteriorated. 

“We’ll have to make 
some calls out there later 
and decide then if we 
should go,” Eisenhower 
told a reporter. 

The Eisenhowers last vi- 
sisted Mr. Nixon almost 
seven weeks ago when he 
was first hospitalized with 
phlebitis. Eisenhower has 
said in the past that Mr. 
Nixon calls his younger, 
daughter, Julie almost 
every day.
